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Educational Reform and Alabama’s Two-Year System: 

The Chancellor’s Perspective

Alabama’s two-year-college system 
represents the strength, vitality, and 
excitement associated with a dynamic and 
growing system. As the newest entry in the 
public educational system of Alabama, we 
are still experiencing the challenges, 
opportunities, and, sometimes, frustrations 
associated with an evolutionary movement. 

Our faculty, staff, and administrators have 
over the past twenty years demonstrated the 
flexibility required to meet emerging needs; 
the commitment required to chart new 
instructional strategies; and the ability to 
meet the diverse needs of students, 
communities, and industry never before 
witnessed by public educational institutions. 

Many public agencies and institutions are 
experiencing varying degrees of trauma in 
dealing with the new era of educational 
reform. However, impetus for our very 
existence grew from the reform movement in 
education: accountability, relevance, 
accesibiiity, economy of operation, sensitivity 
to the instructional needs of individual 
students, and productive relations with 


business and industry. As institutions, we feel 
quite comfortable with the reform movement 
as it has always been an inseparable part of 
our basic approach of providing quality, low- 
cost, relevant services. 

In these twenty years our system has 
grown to be the largest collegiate system in 
Alabama. In fact, we are larger than the next 
two largest systems, Alabama and Auburn, 
combined. The characteristics of our system 
which contributed to this growth and 
acceptance by the citizens of Alabama must 
be maintained in the continual evolution of 
our system. Some of these strengths include 

organizational flexibility, on the institutional 
level, in meeting new and emerging needs; a 
strong developmental program to meet the 
demands of an open-door admissions 
program; qualified professional faculty 
members who enjoy teaching and sharing 
their knowledge of their professions with 
freshmen- and sophomore-level students; 
and relevant programs designed to meet the 
current and future needs of our state. 

The rapidity of technological change in the 
private and public domains, its implications 
for growth and economic development, and 
the many demands now being placed on 
public unds require ail segments of public 
education to exercise discipline to initiate 
responsible action in order to maintain 
public trust and confidence. The two-year- 
college system is responding positively to 
this challenge through DIRECTIONS 1984, a 
comprehensive, systemwide assessment 
and decision-making effort. 

This approach is predicated on the belief 
that those who are responsible for 
implementing policy should play a major role 
in assessing and developing policy; that 
those who are recipients of service should 
have an opportunity to evaluate services; that 
communities, business and industry, and 
individuals directly affected by our programs 
should have a voice in our future direction; 
and that administrators, faculty members, 


and support personnel of our institutions 
represent a well-qualified and responsible 
pool of expertise to address the critical 
questions which affect our future. 

In the final analysis, DIRECTIONS 1984 
will allow the two-year-college system to 
evaluate where we have been, to assess 
where we are, and to build for our future 
through rational decision-making. It is my 
belief that through this cooperative, 
comprehensive assessment/ development 
process, Alabama's two-year-college system 
can realize its unique potential of providing 
quality education and training for our citizens 
and become a catalyst in the economic 
redevelopment of Alabama. 

Many of you have been called upon to 
serve on DIRECTIONS 1984 task forces and 
many more will be asked to assist during this 
year-long project. I appreciate your 
willingness to serve and the contributions 
you are making in this most ambitious effort. 
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Message from the President 


Exciting things have happened for AJCCA 
and the entire two-year college system in 
Alabama since last this newsletter was 
published. The Alabama Legislature, 
through the leadership of our Chancellor, Dr. 
Charles Payne, passed an appropriation of 
$1,000,000 for the purpose of staff 
development for two-year college faculty. 
This is the first time in the history of the two- 
year college system in Alabama that 
significant funds have been available to allow 
our collective faculty to make current their 
knowledge of the subject field and learn new 
techniques for presenting information to 
their students. 

I'm sure that all of you have heard of the 
discipline related three-day workshops to be 
held on system campuses in November. We 
are especially pleased that the Chancellor s 
and the Staff Development Task Force’s 
plans allow for the Spring AJCCA 
Convention to be the occasion for the April 
staff development activities. Therefore, the 
typical two-day convention format will be 
expanded to include three days of activities, 
beginning on Wednesday, April 10, 1985. 
Convention hotels include the Birmingham 


Hilton, the Medical Center Holiday Inn, and 
the University Inn (formerly Medical Center 
Ramada Inn). Hotel registration materials will 
be available through this publication after the 
first of the year. 

Through the infusion of staff development 
funds from the Chancellor s Office, AJCCA 
anticipates exceptional programming will be 
the rule for the 85 Convention. More news 
about programming and its coordination 
with the November staff development 
activities will be included in the next 
newsletter. Suffice it to say that your AJCCA 
Executive Committee is working diligently to 
insure that the April activities will be 
informative, interesting, and challenging to 
our membership. 

I hope that you are taking the time to read 
carefully the news included in the AJCCA 
Newsletter. Each campus provides for us 
information concerning programs and 
personnel from that school. Should you have 
news which you wish to submit to the 
newsletter, please contact your campus 
editor (list of editors included in this issue).

Alexander City State Junior College Celebrates Anniversary 


Alexander City Junior College will 
celebrate the beginning of its 20th year of 
providing educational opportunities for 
youth and adults in its service area on 
September 30, 1984. 

The college will host an open house from 
1 ;Q0 until 5:00 p.m., and several activities are 
planned in conjunction with the open house. 
Governor George C. Wallace will speak at 
2:00 p.m. along with other dignitaries who 
will be on hand for the celebration. 

The ACJC Singers will present a musical 
program following the speakers and also the 
ACJC drama group, The Wind Creek 
Mummers, will present "The Wizard of Oz" 
later in the afternoon. Refreshments under 


the "big tent" erected for this special 
occasion, tours of the campus and a 
sidewalk art show will all be in progress 
throughout the afternoon. Music for the 
observance will be provided by the Maxwell 
Air University Ensemble. 

Alexander City Junior College opened in 
the Fall of 1965 in a temporary location in 
Alexander City but moved to its present 
ninety acre campus in 1966. Governor 
Wallace delivered the dedicatory address to 
open the new campus in October of that 
year. The campus, dotted with tall pines and 
native hardwoods and once a golf course, 
contains a five acre lake. Land for the 
campus was donated by Russell Mills, 


Incorporated. That donation enabled the 
college to move ahead, faster than had been 
anticipated, with its building program for the 
new campus. 

Dr. Byron Causey, the college’s only 
president, said "It is time for us to pause and 
let everyone know that the success we have 
had during our first 19 years is due to the 
close persona! relationships we have had 
with the people and communities in 
developing quality educational programs in 
our service area. We want them to know also 
that their junior college will strive even harder 
in the coming years to serve the educational 
needs of this area."

Dr. Allen’s meeting with community 
leaders was highlighted by his discussion of 
the “Directions 1984” Task Force on 


Futures Planning--a comprehensive, long- 
range plan for the State two-year colleges. Dr. 
Alien currently serves as the state board of 
education advisor to the Futures Planning 
Task Force. Dr. Allen told the group, “We will 
be looking at the current programs and 
delivery systems, and we will utilize the 
findings and recommendations of the nine 
other task forces to project new directions for 
the two-year colleges through the 199G's” 

The Futures Planning Task Force, which 
will be directed by Wells Warren, assistant to 
the president at Brewer, and Dr. Cathy 
Hansberry, director of institutional research 
at Calhoun, has as its members the directors 
and coordinators of the other taskforces. Dr. 
Allen told community leaders at Brewer that 
Directions 1984” was to be prepared in 
report form for the state board of education 
by the end of the year. 

“W r e are looking forward to the reports 
from Dr. Payne s taskforces,” said Dr. Allen, 
“and we plan to use their recommendations 
in charting the future of the two-year colleges 
in Alabama.”

Gov . Wallace Anounces Program 
Between Calhoun and Saginaw 


Governor Wallace was at Calhoun 
Community College in June to announce 
the establishment of a Center for Statistical 
Process Control which is a joint venture 
between Calhoun College and the Saginaw 
Steering Gear plant. 

Initially, Calhoun will provide training for 
2,000 General Motors workers at the 
Limestone County site. 

Dr. James Chasteen, President of Calhoun 
College, welcomed the crowd of 200 at a 
luncheon. The Chancellor of Postsecondary 
Education, Dr. Charles L. Payne, and 
Saginaw Steering Gear representative, Mr. Ai 
Mooney, spoke briefly to the guests. 

In discussing the statistical process 
control training, Gov. Wallace said that the 
program was GM’s progressive way of 
meeting and surpassing foreign competition 
and is a giant step toward assuring American 
industry’s leadership in the world market. 



“This is a precedent-setting occasion and 
is indicative of the role two-year colleges will 
play in future industrial development,” said 
Gov. Wallace. 


President Dr. James Chasteen announced 
that Calhoun Community College has 
received a $105,000 federal grant to expand 
its special services for disadvantaged 
students. The money will be used In the 
1984-85 academic year to provide remedial 
services to 250 area students. 

The program began three years ago and 
provides for academic advising, testing, 
career guidance, personal counseling, 
tutoring, and study skills training for 



Calhoun is not new to its role as industrial 
trainer. Chasteen opened Calhoun's Center 
for Industrial Development in 1978 to 
provide individualized training for local 
industries. During the subsequent six years, 
Calhoun has taught management and 
technical courses to over 100 local 
industries. 

“We realize that the growth of our area 
depends on a well-trained work force,” said 
Chasteen. “Our goal is to meet industry’s 
needs by providing the qualified instructors 
and physical facilities to accomplish that 
goal.”

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Calhoun Community College VICA 
Teams Win National Medals 


Calhoun Community College brought 
home three medals from the national 
Vocational industrial Clubs of America 
(VICA) competitions in Louisville, Ky., June 

26-30, 

Over 2,500 high school and college 
students from across the nation competed 
for the coveted awards in the United States 
Skill Olympics and National Leadership 
Conference. 

Joey Dennis, an air conditioning and 
refrigeration student in Calhoun's technical 
division, won the gold medal over a field of 
25. Dennis’ task was to trouble shoot and 
repair an air conditioning system with 
multiple problems. For the last two years, the 
Huntsville native has won first in the state 
and, last year, was second in the nation. 

Decatur's Kevin Willis won the silver medal 
for job skill demonstration. Willis, who is 
studying machine shop technology at 
Calhoun, demonstrated the care and proper 
use of a grinding wheel. This year, he won the 
gold medal in state competition. 

The business procedures team won a 
silver medal for its presentation of a business 
meeting. Judging was based on technical 
merit (observing ail the rules of order) and on 
discussion. Chairman Stoney Gray, 
Brownsboro; Geneva Thigpen, Rogersville; 
Radona Roberts, Lexington; Beth Martin, 


Decatur; Marcia Moore. Huntsville; Ronny 
Adams, Athens; Robby Stevens. Hartselle; 
and Tom Curran, Huntsville, were members 
of the award winning team which scored 
100% in technical merit. The group won the 
state gold medal this year. 

It takes poise, quick thinking and 
thorough knowledge to win at this level.” said 
Calhoun president Dr. James Chasteen. 
“Calhoun was competiting against the 
nation's finest and came out winners. We are 
extremely proud of our students and their 
accomplishments.” 

It was a grueling pace, agreed VICA 
advisors Buster Williamson and Gordon 
Thayer who accompanied the team. A typical 
day began at 8 a.m. and ended at 4 p.m. 
Three judges assigned points for 
performance in technical skills ranging from 
brick laying to industrial electronics and for 
leadership. 

The four-day event was sponsored by 
national industries at a cost of six and half 
million dollars. The latest in technological 
equipment was brought in for the students’ 
use.

Even though students have the computer 
keyboard before them, they will not have to 
type to complete the programmed 
assignments. They will simply respond, 
using one or two keys, to the questions on the 
computer s screen. 

Generally, instructors have tailored these 
pre-college English courses to meet specific 
individual needs which should help them 
succeed in composition classes. 

In composition classes, students found a 
new approach to help them succeed in 
college writing. They began with a diagnostic 
test to point up problem areas in grammar 
and composition. Afterward, their instructors 
refer them to the English laboratory where 
they work with sound filmstrips, tapes, and 
programmed instmction to correct errors. 
Also, students may use computers in the 
Special Programs Office to review for the 
composition classes.

The eleventh annual Region IV, National 
Council for Resource Development (NCRD) 
Spring Conference was held at Gulf Shores 
State Park and Convention Center April 30 
through May 2. This was the first regional 
NCRD conference held in Alabama. Eighty- 
three persons attended, including 29 new 
members with a large contingent from 
Alabama.
